HANCOCK  COUNTY’S  LOG  JAIL 

The  traveling  historian  will  find  an  interesting  two-story  log 
structure  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Riley  Park  in  Greenfield,  Indiana. 
It  was  built  in  1853  as  the  third  jail  in  the  county.  It  served  its 
penal  purpose  until  1871  when  it  was  moved  and  converted  to  resi- 
dential use.  The  Log  Jail  was  moved  to  its  present  site  in  July, 
1967. 

It  now  serves  as  the  museum  of  the  Hancock  County  Historical 
Society  which  owns  it.  It  is  filled  with  museum  objects  which 
illustrate  the  life  and  technology  of  pioneer  days.  The  “prisoner 
room”  is  usually  the  focus  of  visitor  attention.  The  massive  logs 
are  studded  with  large  square  nails  placed  there  to  discourage  a 
prisoner  from  “sawing  out.” 

The  Log  Jail  Museum  was  dedicated  on  July  A.  It  is  open  to 
visitors  on  Wednesday,  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons, 
1:00  to  5:00.  A small  fee  is  charged. 


WANTED  - DR.  JOHN  N.  GREEN 

Biographical  information  and  a picture  of  Dr.  John  N.  Green  are 
urgently  desired  by  J.  Willard  Montgomery,  M.D.,  El  Paso,  Texas. 
Dr.  Montgomery  is  writing  on  hospital  facilities  in  the  early  days  of 
the  Civil  War,  especially  those  in  Washington. 

Dr.  Green  was  ass istant  surgeon  with  the  19th  Indiana  when  many 
of  the  unit  were  hospitalized  at  the  unfinished  Patent  Office  Building 
in  Washington  in  October,  1861.  After  leaving  the  army  Dr.  Green 
lived  in  Indianapolis  and  is  listed  in  c ity' d irectories  through  1888  as 
a physician  and  a dealer  in  real  estate.  In  the  directories,  his  name 
is  usually  spelled  with  a terminal  “e”  — Greene.
